to strike back. 

China was on Vietnam's side during the Indochina 
war and had contributed much money and materials 
to Vietnam at a time when the Chinese themselves 
were also short of food and clothing.

.interpret Vietnam's expulsion of the Chinese at:this 


time as an act of ingratitude.

For those of us living in the US，Chinas conflict 
with Vietnam must be difficult to comprehend， No 
doubt many in our community sti subscribe to the 
so-called domino theory，believing that the Chinese 
Communists are backing the Vietnamese Commun- 
ists，Cambodian Communists . . .and that they 
would eventually take over Southeast Asia. If officials 
in the State Department, the CIA, and the US media 
would tell us the truth 一 that the Vietnamese and the 
Chinese have fought many battles in history, that the 
Vietnamiese distrust the Chinese; including the ethnic 
Chinese who are citizens of Vietnam,，that there are 
conflicts among different Communist parties in the 
world 一 then the US involvement in Vietnam Imight 
have been averted，or at least shortened.

employment unit of CRDC before 
being elevated to her present post. 

At Oregon :State U， Chen 
helped complete the university S 
affirmative” action plan ，and 
reeruited minority graduate 
students _ nationwide，but espec- 
ially in the South and Southwest 
US. During her ternure at CRDC， 
Chen has dqealt successfully in job 
placement with major banks， 
insurance companies and other 
maijor corporate and institutional 
emPployers. 

CHALLENGE 

A major challenge facing Chen 
is CRDC'S new proposal for the 
establishment of a buildqing main- 
tenance service，The agency is 
seeking $25,000 in seed money for 
start-uUD costs to establish 3a 
corporation that would help adult 
immigrants find employment in 
the _ building and maintenance 
field . 

CRDC is one of Chinatown'ss 
fastest growing and moOre SUCCeSS- 
ful operations. The budget for the 
eurrent fiscal year is about $1 
million and funding is solid for the 
next three years. While CRDC is 
primarily funded, by the ComPpre- 
hensive Employment and Train- 
ing Act (CETA)，their funding is 
not threatened by the current 
belt-tightening measures in the 
state and federal governments.

There are four Russian roulette 
scenes in the film and none of 
them are easy to take. Allfive men 
are ultimately drawn into the 
game. 

As one could expect,， De Niro is 
the central character in the film. 
Heis a Nietzsche superhero whose 
Power of will enables him to rise 
above the blue collar， herd 
mentality. The motif of deer 
hunting is used as the Nietzschean 
test，a_ Wagnerian Valhalla that 
elevatesDe Niro above his friends， 
who do not possess his force of 
will. In the Russian roujette scenes 
it _ is， first De Niro，and then 
Walken who transform what is 
first the only way for Survival into 
a dehumanizing state of unfeeling， 

CONTRADICTORY 

The film is in many ways 
contradictory.， Walken and De 
Niro are made both heroes and 
zombies by their foolhardy acts of 
bravery，They cant experience 


any satisfactory relationship with 
women either before or after their 
involvement in. the war，Before 
the war they are so involved in 
male camaraderie and rivalries 
that they treat women as objects.
